With more men going into eco­ 
nomic production, and with a cut 
in spending on defense and an in­ 


crease in spending on Industrial 
expansion, the Soviets may make 
fulfillment more of a possibility 
now. 
The West has had the best of it 
so 
far. 
Industrial 
capacity 
is 
about twice as high as that of 
Russia and her satellites. But the 
Russians have set a goal of over­ 
taking American production totals 
within IO to 15 y ears. And their 
rate of increase since the war 
has been faster than our o w n- 
large as that has been. 
One of Russia’s handicaps has 
been a labor shortage. With a 
huge standing army and a govern­ 
ment policy of keeping as many 
y ouths 
as 
possible 
in 
scientific 
and engineering schools, the in­ 
dustrial labor force has been cur­ 
tailed. There should be plenty of 
room in the factories for the H i 
million men that Russia now say s 
will he demobilized. 
In making their bid for world 
trade the Russians have had some 
advantages, notably in the under­ 
developed areas. The Reds have 
been able to offer 
markets 
for 
the raw materials and food that 
these areas produce. Here, the de­ 
sire to protect American industry 
and agriculture from such imports 


has been strong. One example: 
Cuba has sold to the Reds some 
of the sugar it couldn't send to 
the United States. 
The Russians and their satel­ 
lites have been able to offer the 
non-industrialized countries some 
of the machinery and equipment 
they crave. They can't produce 
this in the quantity that Ameri­ 
cans can, but increasing amounts 
of such equipment are coming on 
the world markets from, behind 
the Iron Curtain. Examples: The 


Soviets are building a steel 
mill 
for India; Czechoslovakia is build­ 
ing a rubber factory in Egy pt; 
Poland is building ships for other 
countries 
and 
peddling 
railroad 
cars. 
Until recently

chief reason was the East s in­ 
dustrial inferiority to the West. 
The United States alone tops the 
industrial capacity of the entire 
Communist bloc in almost every 
particular.

HOW MANY nuclear bo mbs wo uld y o u 
guess the United States has deto nated in 
the y ears since the first o ne at Hiro shima 
in 19 45? Ten? Fifteen? 
Because o f the general secrecy o n the 
subject as well as the human tendency to 
dismiss fro m tho ught this fearso me weap­ 
o n o ne might easily guess fewer than a 
sco re. 
Acco rding to repo rters o n the scene at 
the current tests in the Pacific the deto na­ 
tio n befo re the Big One was No . 66. Offi­ 
cially it was No . 64, but repo rters appar­ 
ently hav e stro ng reaso n to believ e 
t h at 
two high y ield (hy dro gen) sho ts were o mit­ 
ted fro m the published list o f tests in the 
Spring o f 19 54. 
No . 66 was described as a little fello w— 
between fiv e and IO kilo to ns. That means 
a y ield equal to o nly 10,000 to 20,000 to ns 
o f TNT. If that so unds pretty dev astating, 
it sho uld he added that it is o nly o ne-fo urth 
to o ne-half the strength o f the Hiro shima 
bo mb. 
Apparently the bigness o f a bo mb is no 
lo nger the pro blem. After 66 tests it can 
be seen why . The effo rt no w is to co nfine 
nuclear energy in smaller packages. 
Ato mic Energy Co mmissio n scientists at 
the test say there is no thing to wo rry abo ut 
fro m radio activ ity in the current ex plo ­ 
sio ns. The av erage annual radiatio n ex ­ 
po sure in the U. S., including medical uses 
o f X-ray s, natural radiatio n and ex po sure 
to nuclear tests is o nly abo ut o ne-tenth o f 
a ro entgen. A ro entgen is a s t a n d a r d 
measurement o f radio activ ity . 
This y early ex po sure is no greater than 
the AEC permits its ato mic wo rkers in 
anv o ne week. 


ANOTHER RED INVASION 
AS THE WORLD watches the 
‘peace** 
o ffensiv e o f the Russians and debates its 
sincerity , a dangero us behind-the-scenes 
change is taking place in So uth America 
which may endanger future relatio ns be­ 
tween the United States and its so uthern 
neighbo rs. 
Iro n curtain co untries cultiv ated a brisk 
trade with Cuba, Argentina, Chile and o th­ 
er so uthern hemisphere natio ns in 19 55 and 
are increasing their ho ld o n the market this 
y ear. What makes the situatio n dangero us 
is the fact that the reds achiev ed this eco ­ 
no mic tie by o utbidding and o utselling the 
U. S. in a co mpetitiv e market. 
Actually , the So v iet satellites were able 
to make great inro ads into the eco no my o f 
So uth America largely by default. In re­ 
cent y ears U. S. impo rters and ex po rters 
hav e been able to do little to sto p a decline 
in trade between the no rth and so uth be­ 
cause o f steadily rising inflatio n in t h i s 
co untry . 
Mo st So uth American natio ns are in a 
perio d o f do rmant and falling eco no mies

It is no t amusing, fo r a tax pay er, to hear . 
so meo ne say , so meo ne fro m mo st any 
co untry , that it wo uld be preferable if the 1 
United States left that co untry . Of co urse, 
we are no t really in any co untry , ex cept 
that we helped to defend it during the war, 
financed its reco nstructio n 
immediately ; 
after the war, and hav e co ntinued to giv e 
it o ne o r ano ther kind o f aid since. But we 
hav e taken no territo ry no r hav e we sub­ 
o rdinated any go v ernment to o urselv es. 
So , we see signs, “ Yanks 
Go 
Ho me!” 
and we say that the Co mmies put them 
up. But suppo se it was no t the Co mmies 
who put up the signs, “ Yanks Go Ho me!” 
Suppo se mo st o f the citizens o f a co untry , 
let us say like France, really want us to 
remo v e o urselv es, o ur aid, o ur standard o f 
liv ing, o ur co nferences, air bases* NATO 
and ev ery thing else so that they might liv e 
their o wn liv es as they hav e do ne fo r cen­ 
turies with wars co ming upo n them quite 
o ften, mo st o f which they lo se but no ne o f 
which o bliterate them. I use France as an 
ex ample. It might be Italy . Ev en little Ice­ 
land is no w telling us to clear o ut. 
Ho w do we kno w that the peo ple want 
o ur aid o r want us to clear o ut? Ho w do 
we kno w that the miserable signs, “ Yanks 
Go Ho me!'* are no t really put up by anti- 
Russian, anti-American neutrals who want 
no part o f great issues but prefer to liv e 
o ut their liv es as small peo ple, inco nspiscu- 
o us, unimpo rtant hut alto gether co ntented? 
The wav e o f neutralism in the wo rld is 
usually attributed to o ur failure in the Ko ­ 
rean War. After such a failure ev ery na- j 
tio n had to reco nsider its po sitio n. If Red 
China co uld defeat the United States, any ­ 
thing co uld happen, 
and 
why 
take 
big 
risks? 
Futhermo re, fo r the Asiatics o ur 
treatment o f Chiang Kai-shek indicated a 
co ldly lo gical o bjectiv ity which fo r mo st 
natio ns is to o frigid. Then the Dutch feel 
that we squeezed them o ut o f the Dutch 
East Indies (Indo nesia) and the French 
o ut o f French Indo china (Vietnam) an d 
Mo ro cco . So many co untries want to play 
safe and be neutral. 
Besides, there are the bo mbs. Who ev er 
uses the bo mb first, who can tell who will 
get hurt mo st? When it was believ ed that 
o nly the United States had the bo mb, we 
had real allies. But no w, So v iet R u s s i a 
claims to hav e as much bo mb as we hav e. 
In fact, o ur o wn generals and admirals 
seeing appro priatio ns, each fo r his o wn 
serv ice, in a unified Defense Department 
which is to rn by increasing jealo usy , co n­ 
tinue to tell the wo rld ho w much better the 
Russians are do ing than we are. 
Their ho pe is to get bigger appro pria­ 
tio ns; the end result is to frighten the 
American peo ple and to make them wo n­ 
der what has been do ne with all the bil­ 
lio ns that hav e already been s p e n t o n 
bo mbs and airplanes and submarines and 
all so rts o f things.

ANOTHER RED INVASION 
AS THE WORLD watches the ‘peace” 
offensive of the Russians and debates its 
sincerity, a dangerous behind-the-scenes 
change is taking place in South America 
which may endanger future relations be­ 
tween the United States and its southern 
neighbors.
